During one time in your col- 
lege career at the UW a student 
must enter the University Book- 
store. The store itself provides a 
novelty section stocked with 
Husky shirts, mugs, and sou- 
venirs.

Textbooks for every class 
offered at the University are sold 
in this area according to subject.

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Back to Back 


Husky athletics is one of the strongest divisions 
in the University. Washington has been a leading 
contender in nearly every sport and has stayed 
ahead of the PAC-10 for years. 

Several sports had successful seasons, including 
men’s soccer, swimming, and individuals in tennis. 
However, as we all know Husky football is the 
leading sport. The gridders completed their third 
season as PAC-10 champions and their third trip to 
the Rose Bowl in Pasadena. Though the team did 
not come out on top they set several records and 
were only the second team in history to earn three 
consecutive trips to the Rose Bowl. 

The highlights of each sport, including the new 
women's softball team, are featured in the following 
pages. The controversies, victories, and heartaches 
are all captured in the Purple Haze. 


Ninth in Nation 


Was 1992 a good year for the '91 national champions, the Washington 
Huskies? It depends on who is asked. 

The season began with the average, run-of-the-mill, boring old slaughter of 
everyone who came between the Huskies and the end-zone. (For example, the 
31-7 victory over Arizona State in the season opener.) 

Then, just before the away game against Arizona, news of a $50,000 loan to 
junior quarterback Billy Joe Hobert broke. Hobert was temporarily suspended 
by the UW, and was thus unable to play in the game against Arizona. 

The number one Huskies suffered a defeat 16-3, breaking a 22-game winning 
streak and dropping them in the polls. 

The media-mauled Huskies went home depressed as Arizona celebrated its 
Homecoming Game victory. 

Later on, Hobert was made ineligible for the rest of the season. After the reg- 
ular season, Hobert announced that he was heading for the NFL or MLB instead 
of trying to get back on the Huskies. 

Meanwhile, senior Mark Brunell led UW to a 45-16 win over Oregon State, 
clinching a trip to the Rose Bowl. 

Things were looking up as the team went to WSU for the Apple Cup. Then it 
started snowing. In a Pullman blizzard, UW lost 42-23, ending the regular sea- 
son ninth in the Associated Press rankings. 

During the season, Brunell made sure nobody forgot that the Huskies had two 
incredible quarterbacks. He threw for 1,301 yards, five touchdowns, and com- 
pleted 109 of 189 passes (57.796), with a long of 50 yards. 

On the receiving end were junior Joe Kralik, freshman Jason Shelley, and 
sophomore Mark Bruener, who gained 487 yards, 382 yards, and 210 yards, 
respectively. 

Sophomore Napoleon Kaufman, however, did his best to prove that UW 
didn't need a quarterback who can throw. He rushed for 1,045 yards, averaging 
6.5 and making six touchdowns in the process. 

This was Don James' 18th year as the 
Huskies’ head coach. He was the win- 
ningest coach in the PAC-10 and has 
gone to a bowl game 12 of the past 13 
years. His accomplishments are a clear 
sign of his strength as a coach.

caught a 64-yard pass, crossed the 
plane of the end-zone in the air, and 
fumbled the ball before hitting the 
ground. This gave the Huskies another 
six points and was the most controver- 
sial play of the game. Also, Wheatley 
again showed his stuff through running 
56 yards for a touchdown. By halftime, 
US was ahead 21-17 

In the third quarter, Wheatley got 
away from the UW defense twice, 
once for an 88-yard TD and another 
for a 25-yard touchdown. The quarter 
ended with UW and UM tied 31-31. 

In the fourth quarter Wheatley left 
the game due to back spasms from a 
hard hit. Michigan still managed to 
score though, and Washington was left 
scoreless. The game ended 38-31, and 


Wheatley was named the Rose Bowl 
MVP. 


The Rose Bowl was as close statisti- 
cally as it was by score. Michigan had 
483 yards total, while the Huskies had 
413 total, and UW had possession only. 
three-and-a-half minutes more than the 
Wolverines 

The 1993 Rose Bowl had every- 
thing, including spectacular plays, 
controversial scores, and important 
injuries. Even though UW lost, it will 
be remembered as one of the greatest 
bowl games ever.

Spiking with Punch 


With eight letter-winning veterans on the 
team and five returning starters, the UW 
women of volleyball were ready for an impres- 
sive season, and they had one. Their season 
record was 14-11. 

After losing their opening match against 
Louisiana State, the Huskies came back and 
won five consecutive matches. However, they 
couldn't keep the streak going, and ended up 
losing eight of the next 11 matches. 

Toward the end of the season they won 
again, earning five victories in six matches. 

The season ended with the Eddie Bauer 
First Serve Invitational. The Huskies beat 
North Carolina in the first round (15-6, 15-7, 
15-7), but lost to Winnipeg in the second 
(15-4, 16-14, 15 11). 

However, one can't tell how truly well the 
Huskies played by just looking at the season 
record. UW served 182 aces, while their 
opponents only served 113. Forty-two of 


those aces came from sophomore Dragana 
Djordevic, 34 from junior Jennifer Streatfeild, 
and 32 from senior Ashleigh Robertson. 

And, when it came time for defense, there 
were several players who knew what to do. For 
example, Dana Thompson, a senior, made 20 
solo blocks and 60 assisted blocks. 

When the ball wasn't blocked, four people 
were especially ready to go for the dig. 
Kristie LoDolce, a senior, dug 288 times, 
while Robertson dug 280 times, Streatfeild 
dug 246 times, and senior Diane Flick dug 
227 times. 

This was Bill Neville's first full season as 
the Huskies’ head coach. He has been an assis- 
tant coach for the USA Men's National Team 
and a coach for the Canadian Men's National 
Team, to name two of the prestigious positions 
he has held. His experience and coaching abil- 
ity helped the Huskies achieve this year's win- 
ning record.

Needless to say, it takes a lot for a man to run 8,000 meters (about five miles) in under 30 minutes or for a woman to run 5,000 meters 
(about three miles) in under 20 minutes, but that is exactly what the members of the cross country teams do regularly. When the 1992 
season began, head coach Mike Johnson handed out a long list of academic and performance goals. All of the goals were met or 
exceeded except winning the men's conference, including, “Both teams will finish in the top 20 nationally." 

The season began with the Emerald City Invitational, which was held in Seattle. The women came in second place out of 16 teams, 
and the men placed second out of 11 teams. The two Huskies who had the best times were freshman Tara Carlson, with a time of 
17:46.3 for third place, and junior David Hughes, with a time of 25:25.3 for seventh place. It was a sign of things to come. Johnson 
said that the women ran well all year, and the men improved as the season went on. 

Both teams were successful enough to qualify for the regional competition. The men came in third, and therefore didn't make it to the NCAA 
Championships as a team. However, senior Neil Panchen qualified individually for the nationals. He came in 43. The women, on the other hand, 
were first in the regional, and went to the championships as a team. They finished 12, and senior Stacie Hoitink was an All-American. 

The season ended with the men being ranked 20, while the women finished 12. (Because the region UW is in is so competitive, it is pos- 
sible to be "ranked" nationally without actually "finishing" in the NCAA Division Championships.) 

During the regular season many Huskies ran well consistently. Carlson never exceeded 18 minutes and neither did Hoitink, while sopho- 
more Aimee Kriz never exceeded 19 minutes, Panchen never went over 25 minutes, and junior David Hughes never went over 26 minutes. 

But Johnson doesn't promote only strong athletic performances; he also sets academic goals. The average Autumn grade point for 
the men was 3.1, and the average for the women was 3.3. 

Johnson has been the Huskies' head coach since 1986, and is an incredibly successful coach. Under his leadership, the Huskies have 
made it to the nationals six years in a row. He said that despite the loss of some excellent seniors, next year's team will do “as well or 
better." With as good of a coach as he heading the Huskies, it's quite possible that they will.

Conference Champs 


This was a great year for men's soccer. The Huskies captured the conference title and had a record of 15-3-3. Although 
they made it to the NCAA tournament, they lost in the second round. 

The season opener at Sacramento State was a victory, but the next game, at Air Force, was a 1-0 loss. Bouncing back, the 
Huskies won or tied the next ten games, allowing their opponents to score only three goals. 

Then UW lost to #14 Portland. Nevertheless they went on to beat Stanford for the conference title and earned a spot in the 
NCAA tournament. 

In the first round they faced #18 Portland; this time UW won 2-1. However, the soccer season for the UW men ended in 
the second round, when they lost to #17 Indiana 2-0. 

Sophomore Erik Penner, the top scorer, made more goals (14) than the Huskies’ opponents made on the Huskies (11). 
Other important players were sophomore Charles Sletten and freshman Jon Marshall; each had five goals and three assists. 
Freshman John Cowmey, who had three goals and six assists, also played skillfully. Meanwhile Dusty Hudock, a junior, suc- 
cessfully served as goalie. He had 71 saves and allowed only 11 goals, the best record in the nation. 

This was head coach Dean Wurzberger's first year at UW, and he was also the first full-time coach the men have had. The 
Huskies' record reflects his coaching skill.

He was knocked out in the 
first round though; his oppo- 
nent was the third seed. Crile 


leaves the UW with one of 


the most distinguished 
records held by any tennis 
player. 


Head coach Doug Ruffin 
served his eleventh year in 
1993, and every year has 
been a great one. Nine of the 
past ten years, Doug Ruffin 
received the PAC-10 North- 
ern Division Coach of the 
Year Award. The year he 
didn't win it, he was on a 
leave of absence. His overall 
coaching record is 173-110.

Men 8th in PAC-10 


The men of UW basketball finished 
the season with a record of 13-14 over- 
all and 7-11 for conference games this 
year, putting them eighth in the PAC-10. 
Disappointed by the Huskies’ perform- 
ance, people began talking about find- 
ing a new head coach, and after Lynn 
Nance resigned, Barbara Hedges, UW 
director of athletics, found one. 

The season began well, with the 
Huskies winning six of the first nine 
games. The tenth game, which was the 
Huskies’ first game against a PAC-10 
team (WSU), was also a win, but after 
that the men had little luck against the 
other teams in their conference, 

It wasn't all bad news this year, 
though. From looking only at the total 
season statistics, one is inclined to think 
the Huskies had a winning season. UW 
made 715 field goals, while their oppo-

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nents made 690. The Huskies also made 
63 more free throws than their oppo- 
nents. Obviously, the key to their losses 
was when these points were made. They 
lost two of the games by only one point, 
and the average number of points they 
lost by was 9.3. However, the average 
number of points they won by was 14.5. 
The Huskies really weren’t that far 
away from having a winning season. 
By only paying attention to the final 
scores of the games, one can miss how 
well the men of basketball played indi- 
vidually, as well as overall. Rich Man- 
ning, a 6'10" senior, was the high scorer 
for 18 of the 27 games. During the sec- 
ond game against Arizona State he 
scored 34 points, the most made by an 
individual player this season. He also 
got the most rebounds 15 times. Sopho- 
more Mark Pope was the high rebound- 


er for 14 games, and junior Prentiss 
Perkins had the highest number of 
assists for 16 games. (These stats 
include ties.) Senior Chandler Nairn, 
Perkins, and junior Jason Tyrus had the 
highest percentage of successful three- 
point shots at 31.9%, 31.6% and 31.3% 
respectively. 

As the season was nearing an end, 
questions arose about head coach Lynn 
Nance’s abilities. Although he had won 
58.9% of the 473 games he had 
coached, his record at the UW was 50- 
62. At the end of the season he resigned. 
Director of Athletics Barbara Hedges 
filled his position with Bob Bender, who 
was previously the head coach of Illi- 
nois State. His record was 60-57. With a 
new head coach and some great return- 
ing players, there's a lot to look forward 
to next year.

Gymnasts do things many people shouldn't even try, and they do those things gracefully. Whether they're flipping 
on the beam or dancing and stretching on the floor, any observer can tell that gymnastics involves athleticism and artis- 
tic talent. The '93 team had plenty of both; they tied or broke nine school records. 

The season began at UCLA, where the Huskies earned their lowest score of the season, losing to UCLA by 2.4 
points. However, a week later in Seattle, they were first by 2.75 points. Then came the Husky Classic, where the 
Huskies received a team score of 192.25. Although it only earned them a third place, it broke the old all-around team 
record of 191.25, which had been set in '92. They surpassed the old record twice more during the season, and after 
placing fifth in the PAC-10 Championships, they finished the season with a record of 11-7. None of the Huskies went 
on to compete individually. 

They may not have qualified for the West Regionals, but '93 was hardly a bad season for UW. They broke or tied 
eight records other than the all-around team record. Freshman Joan Greve beat the old vault record with a 9.85, fresh- 
man Stacy Connolly set an unbreakable record of 10.00 on the uneven bars, and both sophomore Starr Lajoie and fresh- 
man Christine Niebling tied the floor exercise record of 9.90. Also broken were the team scores on the individual appa- 
ratuses. The new team records are 48.30 on the vault, 48.95 on the uneven bars, 48.75 on the beam and 49.20 on the 
floor. 

Bob Levesque has been the Huskies’ head coach for three years. He began his coaching career in 1972 at the Fresno 
Gymnastics Club, and serves on the Regional Elite Committee of the United States Gymnastics Federation. His coach- 
ing record at UW is 30-29. 

If the trend continues, next year will be even more successful than this year. The same nine records that were broken 
or tied in '93 were set or tied in '92.

Third in PAC-10 


The women basketball-bounc- 
ing Huskies had a howling good 
season. Finishing third in the PAC- 
10, they went on to the NCAA 
Championships. They were 
knocked out of the tournament in 
the second round, finishing the 
season with a 17-12 record. 

Overall, the season was pretty 
even, with a loss followed by a 
win, and three losses followed by 
three wins. Fortunately, the losses 
occurred in such a way as to give 
UW a 11-7 conference record, 
making them third in the PAC-10, 
They went on to the NCAA Tour- 
nament, missing two injured pla 
ers (sophomore Dragana Djordje- 
vic and freshman Michelle 
Perkins, who were injured earlier 
in the year). Playing at home, the 
Huskies slaughtered Montana 
State in the first round 80-51. In the 


second round they played Texas 
Tech at Lubbock, Texas and lost. It 
was a "good loss" though. Texas 
Tech went on to win the tourna- 
ment, and their slim six-point vic- 
tory over the Huskies shows how 
good of a team the Huskies were. 

The team's high scorer was 
sophomore center Rhonda Smith, 
who scored 482 points. She made 
the most points in 16 of the 
Huskies’ 29 games, making 56. 
of her field goal attempts and 
57.1% of her free throw attempts. 
She didn't take any three-point 
shots. She was also the hig 
rebounder for 16 games. 

The second highest scorer was 
Laura Moore, a senior guard. She 
added 411 points to UW's total, 
making 41.5% of her field goal 
attempts and 81.5% of her free 
throw attempts. She also made 64 


% 


three-point baskets and averaged 
14.2 points per game. 

Other excellent players were 
sophomore guard Katia Foucade, 
who had the most assists in 13 
games, and senior forward Erika 
Hardwick, who had the most steals 
in 8 games. Melissa Wuschnig, a 
freshman forward, was a well- 
rounded player, having the most 
assists and the most rebounds sev- 
eral games. 

Next year UW will lose Moore 
and Hardwick, two starters, but 
with Rhonda Smith staying around 
and players like Heidi Hills, a 
freshman who made all 12 of her 
free throws, another good year 
seems feasible; especially with 
Chris Gobrecht serving as head 
coach again (1993 was her eighth 
year as head coach). Her coaching 
record at UW is 181-59.

The UW’s women golfers fin- 
ished seventh in the PAC-10 
Championship and 13th in the 
NCAA Regional Championship, 
and the men finished seventh in the 
PAC-10 Championship. During 
the regular season, the aver 


placing of both the women and the 
men was 8.7. It wasn't a wonderful 
season, but it wasn't a bad season 
either. There were some outstand- 
ing performances by several people. 

One of the season highlights for 
the women was definitely their 
first-place finish in the OSU/Nike 
Invitational. Their total number of 
swings in three rounds was 615, 
which was 12 less than second- 


place Oregon's total. The two 
Huskies who performed best were 
senior Sheri Vincent, who was sec- 
ond individually with 151, and 
freshman Angie Burkett, who was 
fourth individually with 152 
These numbers are so low because 
the first round was cancelled due to 
bad weather.) Burkett was also 
fourth individually at the PAC-10
